Wast to 
authority and proestigo on tho 
scoro of undisputed succoss can 
no longer bo sustained. 

Tho truth is that tho difforonce 
botwoon tho lovels of civilization 
in East ond Wost has onormously 
diminishod of late, and that the 
chiof burdon which rosts upon 
the West to-day is the duty of 
sotting its own bouso in order, 


That is not to say that tho great . 


civilized nations havo not atill 
grost obligations to discharge to 
backward péoplos, ospedially -in 
Africa. In somo ways thoir

You hoar 
lot about Gorman, <Am- 
orican, and Fronoh brains boing 
bottor than British.
